Great Gorcitaniies. for the Dairy 
| Parmer in the Province 

Interesting statistics. of the dairy- 
ling industry in the provinee of _ Brit- 
,ish Columbia haye recently been jiven 
by. the minister of agriculture, 

There are twenty-two creameries 
manufacturing. butter:in ‘various parts 
of the. province, he says, four cheese 
factories and three: farm dairy factor- 
ies for manufgeturing fancy cheese. 
Of dairies handling or distributing 
milk or cream, or manufacturing ice 
cream, there are in all 45, 

During the past: year the creamieries 
produced 1,688,000 pounds of butter, 
valued at $1,018,197. In addition to. 
this there were 630,000 pounds of} 
dairy butter, giving a.total butter pro- 
duction. valued at $1,375,697... Apart 
from the 630,000 pounds of butter, the 
dairies supplicd almost ten - million 
gallons of milk and 217,000 gallons of 
ice cream. The.output of the cheese 
factories was 304,502 pounds, giving 
lin all a total dairy production valued 
at 47,148,688,

We were left here for 
several hours until an ambulance 
came. and. removed us. still further 
back. After riding nearly all after- 
noon we ‘finally came to Douai, where 
we were taken out and put in a Ger- 
man ‘hospital,’ Our wounds ‘were- ex- 
amined and dressed here, and we were 
put in a fairly comfortable bed. We 
then had two slices of black bread and 
some soup, the first food that-I had 
tasted since our capture nearly twen- 
ty:four hours before. I-was'so hungry 
that I thought I had never tasted any- 
thing so good in ‘my life. 

The next day we.were all question. 
ed in turn by a German Officer of. the 
Intelligence’ Department, 1 was, car- 
ried in on a stretcher, the German of- 
ficer. spoke English fluently, address. 
ed me as follows: “Good morning my 
young friend, for you the war ‘ig: fin- 
ished," you will take a trip. to Blighty 
Germany Blighty.” I remarked cas- 
ually that F would have preferred Eng- 
lish. Blighty, He laughed ‘and after 
extending his cigarette case he inform- 
ed me that before the war he lived in 
England, and had liked it very much. 
He then proceeded. to question me, 
asking/me everything that he oer 
might be of any ‘value to them, to 
most of which I ‘replied that. I didn’t 
know, 

After he Had .finished ‘questioning 
me he turned around ard told me the 
very things’ he had asked.‘me, and I 
was very much astonished, as he had 
everything down pat. Among other 
things he asked me how long thewar 
would last, and who I.thouogh wonld 
win. JT expressed my opinion that the 
war Would last at least another two 
years and. that the Allies would win. 
He seemed somewhat surprised, and 
told mé he did hot think it would last 
more than six months, and thought 
it would end in a draw, neither side 
gaining a decision. 

After remaining here several days 
we were put on a Red Cross Train, 
and taken to Tournai, Belgium, where 
were put in a hospital which was full 
of prisoners, mostly Russians and IJta- 
lians, with some English. This hos- 
pital had been the museym and was 
being used by Germans as a hospital. 
We had all our wounds examined 
here by the Surgeon general of the 
Bavarian army, who was quite an éld 
man. When he looked mine, he 
gneeringly asked me if I was a baby 
to bother with a scratch like that, and 
why we Canadians came over to fight 

/ agaist them, I explained that as Eng- 
land was at war,-s0 was Canada, it 
being @ paft of the British Empire, 
He cut us short with the remark that 
we had come over for the money and 
nothing else, I did not attempt to ar- 
gue further with him,. He never did

They gathered up some empty card- 
board boxes, which they proceeded to 
tear up, and made a fire in one of the 
stoves, They then so us some. hot 
tea, and gave us a loaf of bread and 
some jam, and I think I never tasted 
anything better in. my life. We were 
then dished out with two flannelette 
blankets, or part of:them, and an old 
paliasse filled ‘with any old junk*that 
Was available; and that was our bed. 
The only way we could: keep Wwarni 
was for several of us to, double up-and 
use our blarikets that way, and of 
course instead of taking any clothes 
off at night, we put on all we had, to 
go to bed. Our comrades then hunt-

Admitting that government must 
have revenue and that in the absence 
of control of its natural resources, it 
must plan more or less direct systems 
of taxation, there will be much ques- 
tion as to the legitimacy of this new | 
direct levy on the people of the towns 
and cities. What is the reason for 
it? is a question that will be asked 
many times, and the government will 
have to give a satisfactory answer be-

When the Supplementary Revenue 
Act was first framed it was imagined 
it would last only till the end of the 
war. That was a foolish idea and in 
view of economic events since that 
time the people have realized that this 
special source of revenue would be re- 
tained of necessity by the government. 
But the doubling ofthe tax is another 
matter entirely. Alberta ratepayers 
are facing heavier taxation this year 
because of municipal needs of an im- 
perative sort. This further addition 
of a mill to their load, proposed by 
the provincial government will not be 
well received.
